Note that the Gage Park neighborhood is located 
on Chicago's southwest side, generally bordered on the 
north by 47th Street, on the south by 55th Street, on 
the east by Western Avenue (2400 West) and on the west 
by Pulaski Road (4000 West) . According to the above 
source, this area has long had the reputation of being 
hostile to Negroes. 

The source continued that on July 14, 1966, 
demonstrations are to be held in the Gage Park area 
principally under the auspices of the SCLC, however, 
the exact details of these demonstrations as to specific 
nature and location were not known. The source believed 
these demonstrations would take the form of visits by 
mixed groups of whites and Negroes to parks, playgrounds, 
and shopping centers in the area with possible sit-in 
or picketing demonstrations at certain of the real 
estate offices visited. These tactics are among those 
suggested by persons affiliated with the CFM Gage Park 
effort. Additionally, on July 16, 1966, a picnic is 
to be sponsored in Cage Park at a centrally located 
park area within the general Gage Park neighborhood. 

The "Chicago American", a daily Chicago 
newspaper, edition of July 13, 1966, contained an 
article reflecting that Doctor Martin Luther King, -Jr. . 
President, SCLC, was then in Chicago, but had planned 
to depart for Atlanta, Georgia, during the evening of 
Julv 13, 1966. The article continued, however, that 
King was expected to return to Chicago during the 
evening of July 14, 1966, to participate in a possible 
meeting being held here subsequent to the Gage Park 
demonstrations.

In continuing their dlsdusslon. King and Levison inade 
reference to a recent episode In Boston, Massachusetts, v;h ‘reby the 
American Legion withdrew an award to a Rabbi named .'.'t teljohn 
(phonetic). The award, according to King and Levison, was 
withdrawn because Olttelsohn was a sponsor of the Mr. 'ch on 
Washington For Peace In Vietnam on November 27, 19^5* K.lng was 
advised by Levison to stress In his speech before the Synagogue 
Council that the award was withdrawn because of Olttelsohn's 
outspoken defense of Peace.

Dear Mr. Hoover: 

We recently ran in our paper a couplC^f short news items relative 
to some activities of Rev. ^rtin Inther_J^lng._, . W e had two objections 
registered to this, both^suggesting that Mr. King was not the kind of 
man that we should be quoting, or in any way holding up even to seeming 
honor and respect. One lady has written stating the following. 

"Vftien clerics in positions of high authority project the name 
of H. L, King as one who speaks for the ch^u:ch, and who is honored by 
the church, the Christians of the world are being misled and deveived 
by Pharisaical -hypocrisy as evil and devastating as that vdiich existed 
in the time of Christ"- 

"The personal life of Martin Luther King is so scandalous that it 
is being kept under -raps in the secret files of the F.3. 1..«,His 
Executive Secretary’s record is in police courts for homosexualism, 
arri it is a matter of photostatic evidence." 

These are unpleasant and serious charges. The other correspondent 
suggested that Mr. King was backed by Connunists, You wall, of course, 
know whether there is anything about Mr. King which you can share with 
me, either in confidential manner or for publication - the latter la 
what I should prefer. If the charges made by my correspondent are 
completely fourdless, I should like to be able to say so on your 
authority if possible. On the other hand if there are some grounds 
for these serious charges, I should, if possible, know, even if the 
information is something which carmot be publicized. My reason for 
wishirig to know, is clearly t^iat I might govern myself to some respect 
in such publicity as I give to Mr. King,
